Hnvann, Jan. 1.— At noon to-day the 
sovereignty of Cuba passed into the 
basso's uf the United States, and the 
reign of Spniii upon the western Qexol 
sphere came to an end. The Spanish 
Hag, which for so many centuries ha 
« 11 veil over the Island, was hauled 
down, nnd in its place woe hoisted the 
Stars ii ml Stripes, which, within the 
last feu months, hua been unfurled 
upon other conquered territory. 

It was exactly 12 o'clock when a de- 
tachment of American troop* marahed 
into the I'liixa do Arum, and lined up 
In the beautiful square in front of the 
lutlaee recently quitted by Itlanco and 
his ferocious prcdeveMsor, «f>yl«r. The 
American coinmlsxiimc r» ai rived at 
the pii'.ice s<iou afN-iwsril. having rid 
den on horsebnik from Ijt Vedado. 
Within the palnce all preparations had 
lieen made to receive the conquerors. 
( apt <ien. Custellumia, who succeeded 
lUaVkea wlien the Intter was relieved on 
1 he ground that the disgrace of sur 
rendering sovereignty would be too 
much for htm. was waiting. In the 
main hall of the palace the meeting 
took place. The i taff of the retiring 
captain general, surrounded him. C«s- 
tellanoe spoke briefly, formally deliv- 
ering the island of 1 ubsi to the gov- 
ernment of the t'nlted States, tlen 
Wade made a brief reply, and Imme- 
diately turned the island over to Gen. 
Urooke. the military governor. 
SPANISH FLAG I.tJNVJiRKD." 
Then took -plnrc the event which 
must have rut like a knife into the 
heart of every Spaniard who witnessed 
the ceremony. The Spanish flag, which 
for over 400 years had waved from the 
palnce, waa lowered. At the same In- 
stant the yellow am) red Iwiuicra on 
the famons and Infamous Cabanas for- 
tress nnd Morro castle came down for- 
ever. As the Spnnish flag wsa low- 
ered It was replaced by the Stars anil 
Stripes, and as the latter fhaxted to 
the breese it waa saluted with twenty- 
one gnus. 

After the Americun flag had been 
hoisted the bands played the Atin ri 
can luitional hymn, and this was greet- 
ed with tremendous cheering by the 
crowd that had assembled in Obispo 
and O'Reilly atreeta, near the palace, 
and in the I'laza da Asnna*. Along tbe 
Prado and the other main streets 100.- 
000 persons frantically cheered the 
Americans and the C tilted States. All 
the houses occupied by the Cubans 
were decorated, the flaga, etc., that 
had l»een taken down after flcn. Lud- 
low's order forbidding demonstra- 
tions having been replaced. 

The Cubuna were frantic with en- 
thusiasm, and shouted "Vlvu McKin- 
ley." Women throngeti thu streets, 
their shrill shuutings mingling with 
those of the men.

The 
tax proposed is "fifty cents on 
each one hundred dollars worth oi 
property assessed in the district 
belonging to any while person 
company or corporation, and one 
dollar and fifty cents poll tax on 
each white male inhabitant over 
twenty-one years of age, residing 
in said district.' And "there's the 
rub." We don't like to spend our 
penny. We would rather have 
both the penny and the cake. Ti e 
date set for the election is Tuesday 
January 17th. Will the advocates 
of liberal education win? Thus 
far they have been in the minority 
in Madisonville and every move 
for advancement in educational 
matters has been fought, because 
it costs the people money. At 
the same time those who could 
command the means have ex- 
pended large sums through all 
these years to send their children 
away to other towns, whose people 
have looked with different view 
upon schools — who have estab- 
lished and maintained good 
schools and have thereby brought 
under tribute other towns and 
communities less fortunately con- 
ditioned and forced them to con- 
tribute to their greater prosperity. 
The best schools draw the best 
class of new citizens which local 
business conditions will support. 
The best schools are the best in- 
centives to wholesome and rapid 
growth of population. Such a 
growth of population is what a 
town wants and needs. 

The young man or woman who 
has had any ambition for a liberal 
education, and considerable long 
ing for knowledge, yet whose 
school advantages have been lim- 
ited to the little district school for 
five months in the year, taught by 
a teacher whose whole education 
was received in like manner and 
who must teach all branches from 
a b c up, must teach all of a large 
school and continue at it alone 
(rom 7 o'clock in the morning per- 
haps until 5 o'clock in the evening, 
needs no other argument as to the 
value of and necessity for better 
and better schools. 

But there is all reason for and 
no valid reason against advance 
ment in educational matters— even 
if such priceless advancement does 
cost a few dollars more per annum 
If a man be wealthy and his 
taxes therefore larger than another 
he is, whether he have children or 
is childless, all the more gainer by 
anything that profits the commun- 
ity at large. If he have children 
his gain is tenfold enhanced for 
them and their posterity. 

If a man be poor and is not en- 
cumbered in his mind with the 
thoughts of deposits, stocks and 
bonds and the inevitable tax on 
real estate, the small pittance of 
an additional dollar and a half on 
his head is an extremely light pen- 
alty for him to pay for the greatly 
increased advantage-of first class 
schools and long terms for his 
children. He should it pay joy- 
fully in the knowledge of how much 
better opportunities will thus be 
afforded his children than were 
ever his. 

And finally the man who votes 
and has nor wife nor children 
should be fined liberally and an- 
nually for the public good, school 
Or no school. This is not new but 
it is true. And so with the whole 
argument. 

There is no rational ground left 
upon which the anti-school man 
may stand and defend his position.

Died, at his home in Earlington, 
on Friday, December 30, of malig- 
nant cancer, Mr. John E. Day, 
after a moat painful illness of more 
than ten weeks' duration. 

Mr. Day was born in Hopkins 
county, February 14, 1846, and 
had been a resident of the county 
nearly all his life. In his early 
days he was a school teacher and 
in this capacity gave universal sat- 
isfaction. In 1888 he married Mrs. 
Gertrude Murphy, of Clarksville, 
Tenn., with whom he lived hap- 
pily until his death. An affection- 
ate wife, two devoted step-children, 
two brothers and a sister, with 
numerous distant relatives and a 
wide circle of friends mourn the 
loss of this good and useful man. 

From a religious standpoint, Mr. 
Day was a pronounced skeptic, but 
he believed in God and a future ex- 
istence. He treated with respect 
the ministers and members of the 
various ehurches, was always ready 
to lead in singing, and kept open 
doors to ministers, local or transi- 
tory. In the community, he was 
prominent for his fair and honest 
dealing with all men, his tender 
kindness of heart and his unswerv- 
ing veracity. No man in this 
county ever bore, as a citizen, a 
better reputation than did honest, 
eccentric Jack Day. 

He was well posted upon current 
topics, having read and thought a 
great deal upon every subject of 
common interest; was fond of ar- 
gument, a quick and ready speaker, 
a close and logical reasoner; was 
always ready to aid and assist all 
public enterprise. To say the 
least he was an exemplary citizen. 

During his long and painlul ill- 
ness he suffered the most intense 
agony which he bore with heroic 
fortitude until he found recovery 
impossible; then, only, would he 
consent to use opiates, preferring 
to endure his dreadful misery to 
contracting the morphine habit. 

Mr. Day was an Odd Fellow in 
his early days, but had long since 
withdrawn membership. He was 
a member of the Golden Cross, in 
which he maintained a policy of 
(2,000, and of the Knights of 
Honor, in which be maintained a 
policy of (1,000. His remains 
were consigned to the silent tomb 
in the cemetery at this place Sat- 
urday afternoon, attended by a 
large following of sorrowing rela- 
tive and friends to whom we ex- 
tend sympathy. May he rest in 
peace.

ASSAULTED BY HIGHWAYMEN 



Routed the Robbers, But Was 
Severely Hurt. 



Louisville, Ky., Jan'y I. — Mr. 
Charles Kolb, manager of the 
Fourteenth and Deleware street 
yard of the Louisville agency, St. 
Bernard Coal Company, was as- 
saulted in his office by two masked 
highwaymen about 6:30 o'clock 
Saturday evening.

"Agnln, tho next day after John 
stood, nnd two of hl« dtuclplos, and look- 
ing upon .Testis ns I In walked, ho salth, 
Behold tho Lnmb of God." John wa« 
prenclilnp nnd bnptl/.lng In Bcthabara, be- 
yond .Tonliin, und six>ko of Josus as ono 
standing among them whom they knew 
not. Tho next day ho seeUi Jesus coming 
unto him nnd snlth, "Behold tho Lamb of 
God, which tnkcUi nwny tho sin of tho 
world" (verso SO). The next day of this 
verso therefore was a third day In tho 
story. II does not now speak of taking 
away sin, but only of Him who takes It 
away. He niniKelf must occupy our at- 
tention, not as n mortal man, but as Ho 
who, having purgod our sins, is at God's 
right hand, a risen immortal man, who 
was and is nnd is to coma Tho phrnso 
"as Ho wnlkod" makes us think of Him 
as Ho walked In tho garden of Kdon in tho 
cool of tho day, for Ho is tho samo Lord 
God who said to Adam, "Where art thouf" 
and who has ever been seeking tho fellow- 
ship of man slnco first Ho created him In 
His own imago. 

87. "And tho two disciples heard him 
speak and they followed Jesus." When 
we, as His witnesses, so speak that thoso 
who hear will follow Him, It is well, but 
If they follow us It is not Well, for thoro is 
no man worth following except in so far 
as ho follows Christ. When Ho Is by us 
lifted up, Ho w ill draw unto Himself, and 
Ho was lifted up on the cross that all who 
look unto Him might bo saved. 

88. "Habbl, whero dwellest thou?" As 
Jesus turned and said, ''What seek ycf" 
this was their reply. I think Ho is al- 
ways saying that to us overy day that wo 
live. What seek ye in the house of God 
on His holy day? What sock yo in His 
book when yo read is,*r when yo read any 
other book? What seek yo Inyourdollyoc 
cupatlon in homo or store oroflloo on land 
or sea, at homo or abroad? Is your an- 
swer llko that of tho Greeks, "Wo would 
soo Jesus?" If so, He is always ready to 
reveal Himself to such, but It is in tho old 
way of I Sam. Ill, 31— "Tho Lord revealed 
Himself to Samuel by tho 'word of tho 
Lord." Whero dwellest thou? might bo 
answered by Iso. lxvl, 2, and lvil, 15, "Ho 
dwells in tho lowly heart whero thoro is a 
broken and contrite spirit. " 

89. "Ho saith unto them, Comon nd soo. 
They camo and saw whero Ho dw. lt and 
abode with Him that day, for it wa. obout 
tho tenth hour." It was about tho sixth 
hour when l>efuro tho crucifixion on that 
samo morning Pilato said, "llehold your 
King" (John xl.i, 14), and as Ho was 
crucified at '.' a. m., as wo reckon tlmo it 
must havo been 0 a. m. when Pilate said 
those words. At the same hour of the day Ho 
talked with tho woman at tho well (John 
It, 0). Supposing that John uses the snmo 
reckoning in all his gospel, it must have 
been ID a. in., when tho two disciples went 
With Jesus. 

40. "One of tho two which hoard John 
speak and followed Him was Andrew, 
Simon Peter's brother." It is probablo 
that tho other of tho two was John, the 
author of this gospel. There Is an Incident 
in each of the other gospels in which tho 
writer prolmbly refers to himself as tho 
unnamed party. We are sure that it was so 
in the caso of Si.-itthow. Seo Moth, ix, 10, 
nnd compare Luke 1, 89. Tho others ore 
Mark xlv, 61; Luko xxlv, 18. But it It 
Josus whom wo must see, not John or 
Andrew or Mntthow, Mark or Luko. 

tL "Hollrst flndeth his own brothor 
Simon and salth unto him, Wo hnvo found 
tho Mcsslos, which is, being Interpreted, 
tho Christ." By the testimony of John 
and tho teaching of Jesus Andrew was 
convinced that Jesus was indeed Israel's 
long promised Messiah, and he liostcns to 
tell the glad tidings to his own brother. 

49. "And ho brought him to Jesus, and 
when Jesus beheld h*m He said, Thou are 
Simon, tho son of Jona." Ho therewith 
gave him a now name, Cephas, which 
moans a stone. Ho did not need to bo In- 
troduced to him to be told who ho was, 
for Ho know all men, and He knew what 
was In man (John il, 24, £5). There Is 
much pretty talk about Jesus which does 
not bring Him to tho heart as tho one al 
together lovely, nor does It bring |>ooplo to 
Him as tho only ono who can meet the 
soul's need by taking away our sins. 

43. "Tho day following Jesus would go 
forth into Onllloe, and flndeth Philip, and 
salth unto lilm, Follow Mo." Wo seem to 
havo set 'oeforo us tho event* of consecu- 
tive SS/S nnd if so this would bo tho 
fourth day of this series. Why Ho should 
go and seek Philip wo do not know, but 
He knew, for Ho always knows just what 
Ho is doing and why Ho is doing It, nnd 
some day wo shall soo that Ho has never 
dono without causo anything that Ho has 
dono (John vL 0; Kick, xiv, 23). 

44. "Now Philip was of Bothsalila, the 
city of Andrew and Peter. " Perhaps the 
three, with .lames and John, were all, 
llko i-lineon nnd Anna, looking for tho 
promised Messiah. Tho eyes of tho Ixird 
run to and fro throughout tho whole earth 
to show Himself strong on behalf of thoso 
whoso hearts aro perfect toward Him (II 
Chron. xvi, 0). 

45. "Philip flndeth NnUianael and salth 
unto him. Wo havo found Htm of whom 
Moses In tho law nnd tho prophets did 
write, Jesus of Nazareth, tho son of Jo- 
seph. " These men were students of 
prophecy. They had prolnbly talked many 
a time of Him of whom wo rood In Gen. 
Hi and xllx, in the prophecies of Balaam, 
In I ' ■ xvili and xxxll, in l's. 11 and 
lxxll, l» Isu. ix nnd xl, In Jcr. xxiil and 
Ezek. xxx\ 11 nnd, lu fact , every where. 

40. "And Nnthanacl said unto him, 
Con there any good thing como out of 
Nazareth? Philip salth unto him, Come 
and see." When ho camo and saw and 
heard Him for himself, then ho cried, 
"Bubbl, Thou art tho Son of God, Thou art 
tho King of Israel" (verso 49). Mlcah had 
■aid that tho Messiah would bo born at 
Bethlehem. Hosea said Ho would come 
out of Egyjitr Jeremiah said He would 
reign at Jerusalem, but whero was it over 
said that He would como from Nazareth? 
Nathanael was impressed with tho thought 
that ho was speaking to ono who saw him 
when ho evidently thought that no mortal 
eyo beheld him. Perhaps under that llg 
tree ho was communing with Gal. Jesus 
surprises him still further by telling him 
hereafter ho would soo still greater things, 
even an opened heaven, and tho angels of 
God asscendir.g and descending upon tho 
8on of Man— evidently a reference to 
Jacob's vision of the ladder and a yet fu- 
ture f ulllllment. Jesus said that Nathanael 
would see It; so shall we. When Christ, 
who is our life, shall appear, then Shall we 
also api>ear with him in glory (Col. ill, 4). 
An Ace of Narrowness. 

I wonder how it would bo if Jesus of 
Nazareth wtro to appear in tho flesh in 
this ago of breadths. I wonder if Ho 
would bo regarded ns au anachrouisin. 
Would Ho be regarded as inopportune if 
Ho were to begin tulkiug about strait 
gates and narrow ways? Would Ho be 
regarded us sounding a discordant und 
jurring note? I verily believe that if 
our Master woro In the world today and 
at this mooting ono of the words Ho 
would revive would bo this word "nar-

Behold I send an angel before thee, to keep 
t hee in the way and to bring thee into the 
place which I haTe prepared. Beware of him 
and obey his voice. -Ex. xxlll, 20. 21. 

The Israelites had left Egypt and 
were on their way to the land of Canaan 
They needed a guide in tho wilderness, 
and Ood provided them with one. de- 
scribed here aa an ' 'angel. " This angel 
was undoubtedly tbe ' ' Angel of the Cov- 
enant," or the Lord Jeans Christ Him 
aelf, who gnided Israel in tbe pillar of 
olood l.yday and in the pillar of Are by 
night 

The Christians' Journey through life 
is typified bylsrael'a journey through 
tho wilderness. We are traveling each 
year and each day over ways which we 
have not trodden before. Thia is par 
ticularly enforced upon on at the begin- 
ning of each new year, because at that 
timo wo think more about it We need 
a guide, and Ood 

one also, tbo same guide, tho Lord 
Jesus, tbe "Angel of tho Covenant, 
only manifested and reveulod unto us i 
room and better waya. 

Concerning Christ as tbo augel pret- 
ence, wo may learn that: 

1. Christ is a divine goido. It was 
Ood's angel, God's messeugcr, who di- 
rected Icrael. "My name,", said the 
Lord, "iain him." Christ is di. ie. 
This makes His gniduuco infallible and 
worthy of our most earnest and com- 
plete acceptance. 

2. Christ ir an ever present guide. By 
day in the pillar of cloud, by night iu 
tho pillar of fire, Christ guided Israel. 
Orientals wero oocustomuil to marching 
at night, because of the extremo heat of 
tbo day. Firo and smoke weru probably 
nsed by generals iu anciont times as 
signals, and for tbis reason Ood prob- 
ably choso tbis form of manifesting His 
pretence. Day and night Hu weut be- 
fore Israel. Christ today is ever present. 
"Lo, I am with tbee alway," He said 
to His disciples. We need uu ever pres- 
ent guide. Muny intrust themselves to 
(iorl at night, bat not for tbo day. We 
need Him mora through tbo day than 
when asleep at night. Then it is that 
wo meet tbe trials, temptations and du- 
ties of life, and it is at these times that 
sra need Cod in Chrift most. 

8. Christ is au adaptive guide. Tbe 
pillar adapted itself to tbe needs of tbo 
people. In tbu daytimo it was a cloud, 
at uighttimo a tiro. At one time it 
moved in front as a guiding beacon, ut 
another it settled over tho camp as a 
canopy, and again it went behind, be- 
tween Israel and its enemies. Josus 
Christ as a divine guide is adapted to 
the needs and wants of all classes and 
to tho aanie person under all tbo varied 
circumstances of life. 

4. Christ as a guide must be follow- 
ed, or life will bo a failure. If we dis- 
obey Christ, life will end in miserable 
failure. "Beware of Him and obey 
Him." If wo obey Christ, His guidance 
will bring us safely to tho home which 
Ho has prepared for na.
